'Canada's exports lor the last ten 
months show a decline of over $8,000,- 
000 compared with the same period of 
preceding year. 

A rumor today says that the session 
will last into August. There is no sign 
of the budget yet. 

The aggregate trade of Canada for 
the ten months ending with April wius 
$374,503,4S1, compared with $361,320,- 
3S3 for the same time last year. Im- 
ports show an increase of nearly nine- 
teen millions. The duty collected was 
three millions and a half greater than 
last year. For the month of April 
there was a decline in both imports auJ 
exports.

FIGHTING FACTIONS 
IN KNIGHTS OF LABOR 



Gyangtee, May 0.— Via Klatso, May 
11!. — There waa heavy tiring • on the 
British position here all day today 
I.Monday) from the iuclos'ure at Jong, 
which is held .by more than a thousand 
well-armed Thibetans. There -were, 
however, no casualties among the Brit- 
ish, but one native camp follower was 
hit in the hip with a rifle ball and died 
a few liours afterwards. 

A detachment of British mounted in- 
fantry made a snlSy against a force of 
mounted natives, who were patrolling 
the road iea I'lig toward Karo Pass, 
along which Col. Brander and his men 
are expected to return to this place. 
The Thibetans broke and lied before tbe 
attacking forces arrived, and there were 
few casualties among the natives;. 

While the Thibetans remain in force 
al Jong and the Buddhist monastery 
near there, the .garrison here will con- 
tinue to be subjected to periodical at- 
tacks to which, however, tbe British 
garrison will soon be in a position to 
reply as embankments are being rapid- 
ly constructed along the compound, on 
which are to be mounted several rapid 
lire mollis, which will sweep the native 
position. 

Tb.. Thibetans are visible in large 
numbers, but scurry for cover so soon 
:\s tb.- British riflemen begin a long 
range lire on their camp. 

It is reported that there are many 
monks from the Sierra monastery in the 
force now holding .Toner, which is com- 
manded by two Thibetan chieftains, 
who were frequent visitors lo tbe Brit- 
ish eamn at Flambnjonp last year. 

The .long position is being daily 
strengthened and new puns ore being 
brought in from the direction of 
ILhassa.

Dr. Haafiel, chnirnnin of the com- 
mission appointed by Hon. Clifford Sif- 
ton to investigate in Europe Che 7>ro- 
cess of electric smelting, received yes- 
terday some specimens from Sweden 
and France, both of smelting from the 
ore direct, and of converting scrap and 
pig iron into steel. The doctor is high- 
ly delighted with tile specimens, which 
are a practical demonstration that the 
new process is a great success, There 
uro sever-ill samples of pig iron smelted 
by the electric process froin the ore 
direct. The pi* iron is gray, while 
and mottled. The gray is used for the 
acid process of waking steel, and also 
a foundry pig for the purpose of pro- 
ducing the uriil f omnia ry cast iron cast- 
ings. The white is used for the basic 
.process of making steel. The mottled 
may be used for malleable iron cast- 
ings. 

' The exhibit, shows that tin* new pro- 
cess is elastic, and that it is possible 
'to pass readily from one class of pig 
iron to another, which cannot be done 
so readily in a blast furnace. Samples 
of the ore coke and Mine used in the 
process have also ibeen received by the 
doctor. Some excellent eastings, hard 
and smooth, are showji taken from the 
electric furnace direct. The castings 
are made without the iron going 
through a foundry .cupola. One of the 
castings is a large plate, on which 
there is a French inscription, the let- 
tering being remarkably clear.

THE CITY'S WATER SUPPLY. 

Then- will be general wpproval or the 
proposal to acquire the unappropriated 
water iu the Goldstream for the city. 
Whatever may be the decision ulti- 
mately reached as to the best course to 
pursue to provide an adequate supply 
of water for all ports o£ the city, there 
•will be no difference of opinion as to 
the wisdom and prudeucc of securing 
all available sources Of supply. The 
meglect to do this years ago has left the 
city in a much more unfavorable posi- 
tion in regard to its water supply than 
•would otherwise have been the case. 
Hut we should take care that no fur- 
ther charge of neglecting the obvious in- 
terests of the city shall be brought 
ogainst thii.se to whoso care those inter- 
ests are entrusted. Under the Water 
Clauses Act a municipality has power 
under certain circumstances to expro- 
priate water rights acquired by private 
corporations or individuals. But such 
a cour.se involves payments for compen- 
sation to the owners of isiteh rights — an 
expense that will be avoided by the city 
acquiring such rights for itself. 

There can be little doubt that within 
the next twenty years the city's re- 
quirements in regard to a supply of 
water will be so large that every avail- 
able 60uree of supply will be of great 
value. It is certainly very desirable 
that any .water still remaining unap- 
propriated in Goldstream should be ac- 
quired by the city, and Aldermen Pell 
has done well in calling the attention of 
the t.'ity Council to the matter. 



THE G. T. P. AGREEMENT. 

The Dominion Government has re- 
jected the amendments offered by the 
Opposition to the (Iraiul Trunk I'acilie 
Railway Company's agreement. Y\'e 
think that course will not be found in 
1lu< public interests, since, as we pointcil 
out on Tuesday last, the amendments 
made clear and definite what was not 
plainly set out in the agreement, al- 
though in the statements made by mem- 
bers of the Government, during the de- 
bates on the subject in the House, it 
lias been asserted again and again that 
all these matters would be assured in 
the operation of the agreement. We 
shall see whether this is so or .not in 
the course of time. Hut it will then be 
too late to take steps to protect the 
public interests should we find that the 
com-pany repudiates any obligations of 
the kind. 

One thing— and thai of the greatest 
importance and interest to British Co- 
lumbia—has certainly uot been insisted 
on by the Government. That is a pro- 
vision in the agreement that work on 
the construction of the line must lie 
commenced ":i the Western end r-innil- 
tnneously with t lint en the Eastern end. 
In (lie earlier stages of the discussion 
en the scheme 1- was virtually under- 
stood that this condition would bo im- 
posed on the railway company. But 
when the hill which comprised the 
agreement was introduced in Parlia- 
ment last session tin re was no provi- 
sion of the kind in i:.

That means 
that British Colqnfbia will derive no 
practical beucfil from the lino until il 
is completed, which at the earliest is 
not likely to be before 11)11 and may 
lie even later than that. 1 1 is nn un- 
fortunate thing that the representatives 
of British Columbia seem aide to exer- 
cise so little Influence in the House. No 
one disputed the reasonableness, of (his 
request that construction shall he sturl 
led from the West as well us nt the 
Eastern eud of the line. Everyone 

must admit that the insistenc i such 

a course would confer great benefits on 
business in this Province without nuy 
addition:,: ami to the country. (Most 
'1 pie would consider thai the com 

pnny'a request for ndditionnl conces- 
sions to those granted in the agreement 

made last year, gave [he I lOVOflimcnl a 

mosl favorable opportunity to ask for 
something iu return. But no such de- 
mand was made by the (iovernmeut, ac- 
cording to a reply which it despatch 
from 'Ottawa slates that Senator Tem- 
plcmiin gave to an Inquiry on the sub- 
ject. II would be Interesting to know 
Why British Columbia should he treated 
so differently from the, other provinces 
in regard to such matters. Perhaps, 
Mr, Templemnh, as a member of the 
Cabinet, will confide to the people of 
British Columbia, how he can reconcile 
his quiescence or apparent indifference 
on this subject vwith Ills duty as one of 
the representatives of this Province. 
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THE PI SHEItY 'QUESTION. •. 

Now ;,tha.t. tho Dominion Government 
has definitely stated! that it intends to 
grant permits (for the use of fish traps 
in Britis-h Columbian waters, it is it? 
be ihopedi that neither at Ottawa nor 
Victoria will any effort be spared to 
reach a satisfactory and amicable ad- 
justment by tho hwo governments of 
all matters in controversy in connection 
with our fisheries. The matter Ls of 
fur more importance to tho Provincial! 
than it is to the Pederal Government. I 
dndeed, to the latter it is a matter of 
no real concern except for the surplus 
revenue of some $40,000 or .$50,000 that 
it receives annually after its expendi- 
ture 'has been defrayed. ' This sum, in- 
significant in itself to tho Pederal Gov- 
ernment, Ls, (however, a tax on the in- 
dustry which wo are sure the Minister 
of Fisheries will agree with tis should 
not be imposed on those engaged in 
tho fishery, falling ns it does on u class 
little able to bear the iburden. To the 
Provincial Government the prosperity of 
our fisheries is of great importance in 
several ways. Consequently, at con- 
siderable expense, it maintains a depart- 
ment of the administration charged with 
the oversight mid direction of the in- 
dustry. Rut in the present uncertainty 
as to the respective authority and re- 
sponsibility of the Federal and Provin- 
cial Governments in connection with 
all matters pertaining to our fisheries, 
it is realized that unnecessary expense 
is incurred by this dual administration, 
■while there is a waste of energy and 
effort through the division. The Pro- 
vincial Government has for several 
years expressed an earnest desire to 
reach a settlement of all the matters 
in controversy, .but hitherto there lias 
not been a similar spirit, manifested at 
Ottawa, Now. however, .Mr. Prefon- 
tttiue, the present Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, seems to realize the im- 
portune,, of the industry and the neces- 
sity that exists for a settlement of all 
questions between the two governments, 
so that nothing may be wanting to aid 
in the progress of the fishery. 

We do not think there is any differ- 
ence of opinion among those who have 
made a study of the subject, that the 
interests of the fishery require that it 
shall be under the sole control of one 
government and tliut the conditions pre- 
vailing in this Province indicate that 
should die the Provincial Government. 
The results of the past few years seem 
to show that measures must bo taken 
to conserve the fishery and to secure 
its maintenance by the establishment of 
hatcheries and other means to secure 
a larger supply of fish. lit. scarcely re- 
quires any elaboration to show that 
the construction and operation of hatch- 
eries by both the Federal and Provin- 
cial Goivenuuents cannot be a wise and 
economical method. Under the present 
arrangement, although the Provincial 
Government makes expenditures in con- 
nection with the fishery, it derives no 
revenue from it, while the Federal Gov- 
ernment actually has a large annual 
surplus from the fishery. We trust that 
no time will he lost in reaching such 
an arrangement as shall be fair and 
reasonable to the Province and which 
will al the same time tend .to assist 
in the development of one of our most 
important industries.

cannon shut from the shore —about three 
miles— and that whatever rights Russia 
hat at lie- lime Alaska was sold - the 
United Stales had now, and no mors. In 
Hi., face of tills lindlng Great Britain con- 
stated lo Mx a sixty-mile zone outside 
uf which British sealers must keep.

THE CARTHUSIANS! A ItETItOSl'ECT. 

It will be remembered that the act for 
thd expulsion or the Carthusians was 
carried In the French Chamber on 'March 
.2tt. 1903. The actual expulsion took place 
on April 2t). One of the members of the 
order has now told the story of their last 
days at the Grande Chartreuse, In a pam- 
phlet which has been published at Gren- 
oble for private circulation only. The an- 
niversary and the pamphlet have inspired 
the Saturday Review to a further consid- 
eration of what France has lost by the 
action of "an antl-Chiistlan government." 

"The Carthusians" (says the Saturday) 
"have for the last eight hundred years 
been the apostles of culture and of civ- 
ilization in the desert of the 'Grande 
Chartreuse.' But twelve months ago they 
were universally regarded as the greatest 
benefactors of the Department of tho 
lsere; they or enow scattered to the four 
coiners of the earth. Tlie general of the 
order lias been compelled to seek refuge 
sit Plgnerolo, twenty-four miles from Tu- 
lln; their distillery, which gave steady 
employment and poured streams of wealth 
through the old province of the Dauphlne, 
has been transferred to Switzerland, 
whilst some of the monks have been ex- 
I'ed to Tarragona and others have been 
firced. to seek British hospitality at .Park- 
mlnstor In Sussex and at Charnwood in 
Leicestershire. We are therefore tempted 
to ask what has been their past record in 
their own country and what have they 
done to deserve their wholesale expulsion 
which was carried out by tin? judicial au- 
thorities, the soldiery and the police on 
the twenty-ninth day of last April. Those 
win visit tlie Dauphlne Alps will find plen- 
ty of evidence of the work done by these 
Carthusian monks throughout the whole 
province. They have founded the hospital 
at St. Laurent-du-Pont with Its eighty 
beds and Its endowment of £3,000 a year. 
They have opened the deaf and dumb 
school at Curlere, where the children are 
not only given a sound elementary educa- 
tion, but taught the trade to which they 
Lre .best suited so as to enable them to 
shift for themselves. They have raised 
churches In almost every village whose 
Gothic architecture Is one of tlie most 
artistic features of the landscape. They 
have endowed schools whose onby crime 
la theli endeavor to unite religious with 
secular tench'ng. Finally, they have 
traced on the whole countryside a magnifi- 
cent network of roads and thus spread 
(Omfort and wi ll being through what was 
unco an absolutely Inaccessible mountain- 
ous district. These Carthusian monks 
win but a few short months ago lived se- 
cluded but useful lives In their monastery 
and -whose history has been Identical 
wilh that of lielr whole countryside, have 
paid the teachers, clothed the naked, fed

their appeal. The Carthusians gave them 
lii.noo to relieve that destitution which 
could not wait. They spent £1,200 more 
in restoring the church, thus furnishing 
remunerative employment to those who 
had been thrown out of work by tho dis- 
aster, and It has been calculated that their 
assistance to private Individuals whoso 
property bad been Injured amounted to 
more than £11,000. This wns moreover 
done in a town where the monastery had 
already devoted ' an annual subscription 
of £3-0 to the local hospital, where they 
helped tlie poor through the Society of St. 
Vincent de Paul to the extent of £040 a 
year, where they gave £000 a year to the 
schools, Ifept up a public kitchen, supplied 
coal during tlie winter months to some 
sixty families, and spent large sums of 
money In private charity. And these are 
the men whom tlie Republican govern- 
ment of Prance have driven forth from 
their homos and compelled to withdraw 
from their native land the energy and 
enterprise which have for more than 
eight hundred years given constant em- 
ployment to their fellow-countrymen."

;IIis head and' heard whitened with 
tho snows of considerably more than 
half ti century of such life as falls to 
but very few indeed of even Canada's 
Jiardy people to endure, but straight in 
the Oracle and ibi'ight of the eye as lie 
was in the brave days when be canoed 
it up the roaring Lillooet, slept with 
arms in his 'hands and often saw the 
red sun set believing that lie would 
never see it rise again, Mr. .(.'. C. Gard- 
ener, of lOhttrlottetowti! 1". JO.' I., accom- 
panied by his wife, bus returned to 
Victoria, en route to his- distant East- 
ern home from a sojourn in California, 
and is staying at the Rocca'bella. 

He was one of the genuine first ar- 
gonauts of British Columbia, coming 
here by a circuitous route through Ore- 
gon, Washington and the wild upper 
country of British Columbia in 1858. 
When he came first to what is now t.ho 
beautiful city of Victoria, it was a ham- 
let of modest shacks .surrounding the 
little Hudson's Bay fort, it was pretty 
much as nature had made it and left 
it lor countless centuries, so that the 
changes which have taken place here 
since that early time of the gold ex- 
citement appeal very strongly to Mr. 
(Jard'ener. lie and a companion canoed 
it from Yale, on the Eraser, across the 
O-ulf ami uii the Strait to Victoria, and 
they waited here lor a lew weeks to 
take the old steamer Pacific, afterwards 
tragically wrecked oil' Flattery, to San 
Francisco. 

'.Mr. (jriirdetier was mining in Cali- 
fornia when tln> Fraser discoveries were 
made, and lie, in the spring of ISoS. 
with many other miners, took the old 
steamer Columbia for Portland from 
San Francisco. From Portland they 
intended going a, nth by way of the 
Dalies, but the experience of Colonel 
Step-toe, whose party had been attacked 
and repulsed with loss by the Indians, 
forced them to lake another route. They 
went down the Willamette hud Colum- 
bia and .struck the trail ami the old 
military road to Olympia. From there 
they went on the steamer Constitution 
up the Sound, passing Seattle, at that 
time an insignificant huddle of shacks, 
in fact little more than an Indian 
rancherie. 

After calling at Port Townsend tliey 
went over to Point Roberts and Belling- 
lia m's bay. now Whatcom, where they 
found ■many persons camped waiting 
for the Eraser to fall, as it was im- 
possible to navigate the canyon. lie 
and a companion purchased a canoe, or 
big dugout, for $085, and went up the 
1' raser to Harrison river, thence into 
Harrison lake and across to the Lillooet 
river, which was then in full Hood, 

They were joined by some other milt- 
ers, uud it took the party twenty-live 
days t,o get their canoe no the 'Lillooet. 
which is thirty-live miles long. They 
upset, lost their grub and had to camp 
with a tribe of savages, .who seemed 
disposed to massacre the lot of them. 

'Pushing on they finally reached the 
Eraser, where they mined throughout 
the season, returning, as mentioned, to 
\ ictoria in the fall. 

Mr. iGardener had to live three months 
on salmon alone, and would have given 
heaps of good golden twenty dollar 
pieces for a meal of white man's fond.

SN RtSPECT TO 

DOG POISONING 



Clearer Statement of Case Which 
Was Tiled In the Police 
Court. 



From .Mr. V. IS. Ivitlo, of the S. P. 
( '. -\., and Mr. Jtobert Krsfcino a clearer 
statement of the case in the Police court 
over the dog poisoning lias been ob- 
tained. 

Two charges were laid in this case. 
Tho tirstt for laying poison in contraven- 
tion of the act, and the second for 
poisoning the valuable dogs of Mr. Up- 
per and Mr. Adams. It was proved 
that the poison was bought, laid and 
partaken of at such times between the 
IStii am! 25th of April, as coincided 
exactly with, the poisoning. The evi- 
dence, which was necessarily circum- 
stantial, was so strong as to warrant 
the action taken. 

In the case of Mr. Upper's dog. Dr. 
Hamilton, who made a post-mortem, 
iproved that the poison could not have 
been ill the stomach for a 'longer time 
than live .minutes to .half an hour. 

The magistrate, in deciding the 
poisoning case, said he had given care- 
ful thought to this case, 'but there was 
too much doubt to justify a conviction, 
" though the probabilities were 
very strong that the dogs ob- 
tained tho poison on Urskino's premises." 
However, the defendant would have the 
benefit of the doubt, 'ihe dog poisoning 
case 'was dismissed. 

With regard to the other part of the 
charge, ''laying poison in contravention 
of the Poisons' Act." the defendant, 
who at first had denied all knowledge 
of purchasing or laying poison, pleaded 
guilty. 

The magistrate said that the laying 
of poison was so extremely dangerous, 
there .was no trouble in fixing the pen- 
alty. Ti ffence was one in which 

he should lie derelict if he did 1:0: im- 
pose the fill! penally. The safety of 
the coiunuiuity demanded this, especi- 
ally in the case of one w ho was so in- 
different as tu the diiniajre he caused. 
The defendant was fined SL'o. payable 
within twenty-four hours. 

The criminal code as to "Poisoninfi 
Dogs," and the PoiVous' Act. having 
been recently given in full, it is hard- 
ly necessary to do more than refer to 
them, with the hope that the public will 
make themselves aware 1,1' the risks 
they run by 100 freely using poison, the
